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SUGGESTS FURTHER DEVELOPMENT
OF IDCAL INDUSIRIES

It is expecte” that the total production of local industries for 1950
under the People's Bconomic Program will bs 212 percent of that of 1948,
The local industries are most importa.t in the construotion of the people’s
economy of North Korea bhecause they not omly produce the essential goods but
aleo supply the main energy for the economic and ocultural 1life.,

The local inductries of Hvanghae Province have developed by leaps and
bounds. Tho state-operated local industrises in thie province have attained .
100.3 percent of the product} nm quota for the first qaarter of 1959, <hie <
production record equalied 724,53 percent of thet of the sorresponding period
last year, Topped by the Eaeju Yoyop Factory which attained 337.2 percent,
the Changyon Brevery, HaeJju Food Mamufacturing Factory, Koksan Paper Mauu-
facturing Factory, and many otners have surpassed their production quotas
for tue first quarte: of the yeer, The lcoal ingustrial cooperatives have
attainsd an averags of 186.3 percent for the reme period, while the private
industries recorded 1i9.. pexrcent.

However, there is still room for further developmwnt of the local in-
dustries in this province, To achieve further ¢ovelopment:

1. We rrust constantly increase the pruduction of essential goods and
industrial efficiency by using the injustrial facilities to tkeir fullest
vapacity, organizing the working forces ca a soientific basis, securing rav
materials by carsfully arrsnged plaus, end assuring tho dest industrial ocon-
ditions for maximum production. We musi also mechanize nandicrafts and save
essential materials by encouraging inver tions and mechanival iaprovements
and widely adopting such inventions and improvements.

2. Each worker im the local industries rmst recognize theiy impoxr-tancc
for the cowatry and for the people, and he must be conssientious in his work
at all times. He must improve his skill, rigidly adhere to vorker's rules,
propagat: political education, and incite patriotiss among his comrades .
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3. We must develop the industrial wopqrativea which constitute an
important part in the local industries. We mmst help workers %o woderstand
\ : the significance of the principles and the system of operation of cooparatives.

k. Wa must help the local private induastries by supporting. them politi-
cally and by securing indussrial raw rateriale for them so: that t‘hey can
pursue ¥ithout interruption the production of commodities whish the sountry
jemands..

5. The goods manufactured should be marketed to the consumere as repidly
and as directly-as yoisible through the patlonal dlstribution:system. Special
care ghould be g;van {n distributing the commodities manuiactured by private

6. The manufacturers should attend to financial affeirs with o¢~e, and
also should be careful not to sanufacturs too many nonaaaentlal ghods, They
mast soncentrate on mmufacturing the ¢ommoditiee specified by the govérnment.
